their numb bodies. Every available 
able-bodied man has been pressed 
into service, and even old men and 
young boys have joined the rescue 
force. 
Mace is situated on the creek bed 
and the mountains rise high on eith­ 
er side of the town. The main body 
of the avalanche, which started from 
the top of Custer mountain, passed 
beyond the town and striking the op­ 
posite slope with terrific force rush­ 
ed up the opposite mountain side. 
The canyon is filled to a depth of 
from 40 to 50 feet. 
Some Narrow EMopes. 
The damage to the town was done 
by a branch of the main Slide, which 
carried a construction train from the 
track as it plunged into the ravine. 
As it rolled up the other side it de­ 
molished the houses in its path and 
stopped a short distance beyond the 
Lascoe home. The boarding house 
of the Standard mine, where about 
300 miners were sleeping, was miss­ 
ed by 120 feet. 
The first slide, which almost wiped 
out the town of Maee, occurred at 
IO:45 Sunday night, while all ex­ 
cept the men on the night shift in 
the mines were sleeping. 
The Burke avalanche ocurred at 
5:30 this morning. That more lives 
were not lost at Burke is due to Sea­ 
man S. Rowe, foreman of the Heeia 
mine. Realizing the 
danger 
which 
threatened the sleeping citizens of 
the town a mile further up the stream 
he sent Bort Clement to Burke to 
arouse the inhabitants and urge them 
to seek safety. 
Four of those who lost their lives 
at Burke were members of the res­ 
cue party which had bee nat work 
all night at Mace. They were David 
Sheppard, 
Rick 
Richol, 
William 
Painter and James 
Rogers. 
These 
men were among the first to respond 
to the call for succur, when the news 
of the Mace disaster reached Burke. 
They procured tools and hurried to 
the scene of the accident to aid in 
storming the mass of ice and earth

GUILT EDGE REFERENCE. FURNISHED ON DEMAND 


Guthrie, Okla.. Feb. 28.—The tariff, 
the increase of postal rates, the ship 
subsidy and the central bank idea 
were the subjects engaging so much 
attention of the House today that 
the bystander, from casual observ­ 
ance, might have concluded it was 
the Federal Congress and not the 
Oklahoma Legislature in session. All 
of the' subjects were embraced in 
resolutions, while the debate ran on­ 
ly as to theP ayne-Aldrich bill. House 
Republicans, by their votes, not only 
stood for the present tariff law, but 
indorsed 
the postal 
rate increase, 
central bank and the proposed sub­ 
sidy to the shipping interests. 
Mr. Sherman of Major county was 
the only Republican who expressed 
himself against the high protective 
idea of the National party, yet he 
voted against the resolution declar­ 
ing the Payne-Aldrieh bill to-be the 
reason for high cost of living ann 
asking Congress to lower the tariff. 
When Republicans found there .was 
no break in the Democratic majority 
and the resolution was going through 
they undertook to have the tariff 
feature referred to a committee for 
the 
purpose 
of 
amendments 
that 
would denounce Senators Owen and 
Bailey for thenr votes on certain 
features of the Payne-Aldrich bill. 
By a straight party vote of 54 to 
29, with twenty-five absent, the rules 
were suspended and the resolution 
placed on final passage instead 
Jones, leader of the Republican 
ority, took the floor and declared to 
the Democrats that for 
the 
last 
thirty-five years they had been ar- 
guing that the tariff was an indirect 
tax which the consumer had to pay, 
and reminded the majority that only 
iast week it voted in the oil inspec­ 
tion bill a tax of 
40c 
per barrel 
against oil produced in Oklahoma 
and asked the majority why it had 
done so. 
“It was an infant industry, per­ 
haps,” answered Mr. Tillotson, lead­ 
er of the Democrats. 
Home Industry 
‘ Perhaps it was,” continued 
Mr 
ones, “I voted for it because I be­ 
lieved in fostering home industry. I 
want to know why there is a farmer 
in the Mississippi Valley who will 
oppose the tariff law. For twenty- 
five years they have been organizing 
to .bring up the price of goods, and 
for the first time in a quarter of a 
centry they are getting them. You 
say it is the tariff; then the Re­ 
publican party stands convicted of 
being responsible.” (Long applause 
from the Republican side.) 
“Are the Republicans responsible 
for the high price of lumber?” asked 
Mr. iHaynes of Tulsa. 
I don t know—they are respons­ 
ible for farmers getting 10c for hogs 
and 85c for corn,” was the rejoinder. 
“The laboring man and the farmer 
have only one friend, and that is 
the Republican party,” he said.

from the Democratic side. Mr. Cope 
then asked Mr. Jones if there was 
a farmer on the oor who wanted the 
products of his soil to impoverish 
a majority of the people, saying that 
he wanted to look him in the face.

of the Standard mine, where iibo<rt 
300 miners were sleeping, was miss- 
ed by 120 feet. 


The first slide, which almost wiped 


out the town of Mace, occurred at 
16 45 Sunday night, while all ex- 
cept the men on the night shift in 
the mines were sleeping 


The Burke avalanche oeurred at 


a 30 this morning That more Uves 
were not lost at Burke is due to Sea- 
man S Rowe foreman of the Heeia

twenty-four persons aie dead, twelve 
others suffered severe injuries and 
several are missing as the result of 
snowslides which swept the towns 
of Mace Dorsey and Burke Idaho 
and the mining carnp of Mullen, Ida- 
ho In the last thirtv-six hours 


Several victims at Mace and Burke 


came here from the Joplin mining 
district 


The names of the two men killed 


at Dorsey are unknown 


The town of Bu<-Ue is buried fifty 


feet under a mass of snow and earth
